This  month  we  feature  a  magnificent  example  of  a  Charles  I  silver  crown  struck  in  1625,  the 
first  year  of  his  reign. 

For  the  general  collector  and  the  research  numismatist  the  reign  of  Charles  I  is 
undoubtedly  a  veritable  ‘gold-mine’  of  variety  and  information.  In  no  other  reign  is  the  history 
reflected  in,  or  has  such  direct  bearing  and  influence  on,  the  coinage. 

The  regular  Tower  Mint  coinage  of  crown  to  half-penny  was  struck  in  a  wide  variety  of 
types  which  continued  with  a  few  exceptions  between  1642  and  1648  when  Parliament  held 
control  of  the  mint.  But  by  far  the  largest  and  most  interesting  series  of  coins  were  those 
struck  for  the  payment  of  the  Royalist  forces  between  1638^49  at  the  provincial  mints  of 
York,  Aberystwyth,  Shrewsbury,  Oxford,  Bristol,  Truro,  Exeter,  Weymouth,  Worcester  and 
Chester  with  a  few  issues  emanating  from,  as  yet,  unidentified  or  uncertain  mints. 

Between  1631-39  Nicholas  Briot’s  experiments  with  the  mill  and  screw  press  has  given  us 
some  delightful  coins  of  a  high  standard  of  manufacture. 

Although  relatively  numerous  in  Europe,  the  obsidional,  or  siege  coins  struck  at  Carlisle, 
Newark,  Pontefract  and  Scarborough  affords  the  collector  of  English  coins  with  the  only 
examples  of  this  type  of  coinage.

THE  HISTORICAL  ASSOCIATIONS  OF  A  COIN  OF  THE  TWO 

SICILIES

In  May  1859  King  Ferdinand  II  of  the  Two  Sicilies  died,  to  be  succeeded  by  his  son  Francis 
II.  Francis  lived  until  1894  but  his  reign  was  a  very  short  one  and  1859  was  the  only  year 
during  which  coins  in  his  name  were  minted.  This  was  the  period  of  the  Unification  of  Italy 
and  King  Victor  Emmanuel  of  Sardinia  offered  the  new  king  a  partnership  -  one  King  for  the 
South,  the  other  for  the  North  -  provided  he  would  grant  his  people  a  liberal  constitution. 
Francis  was  not  at  this  stage  willing  to  do  so;  and  by  the  time  he  changed  his  mind  it  was  too 
late  -  Garibaldi  had  ‘liberated"  first  Sicily  and  then  Naples.  In  February  1861  Victor 
Emmanuel  was  proclaimed  sole  King  of  the  new  united  Italy. 

Until  very  recently  the  large  bronze  10  Tornesi  of  Francis  II  was  in  the  writer’s  ‘too  recent 
to  bother  about"  box;  but  a  little  research  showed  how  much  history  the  coin  enshrines.  First, 
the  obverse  we  have  REGNI  VTR.SIC  ‘The  Kingdom  of  the  Two  Sicilies’.  The  origin  of  this 
title  lies  in  1 130  when  the  Norman  ruler  Roger  II  had  been  granted  by  the  Pope  the  title  of 
King  of  Sicily  for  his  territories  which  included  extensive  territories  on  the  Italian  mainland. 
The  mainland  territories  when  considered  separately  were  more  usually  to  be  known  as  the 
Kingdom  of  Naples;  but  they  were  also  thought  of  as  the  Kingdom  of  Sicily  beyond  the  Faro 
(the  Faro  being  the  northern  tip  of  Sicily  where  the  Straits  of  Messina  are  only  two  miles 
wide),  as  against  the  island  of  Sicily  which  was  known  as  the  Kingdom  of  Sicily  on  this  side  of 
the  Faro.  Because  of  the  occasional  separation  of  the  two  parts,  between  1282  and  1503; 
between  1707  and  1718;  and  between  1806  and  1815,  they  came  to  be  thought  of  as  being 
the  Two  Sicilies  although  this  seems  very  strange  to  us  who  can  find  only  one  Sicily  on  the 
map.  Net  follows  ET  HIER  REX  ‘And  King  of  Jerusalem".  It  is  strange  that  Victor 
Emmanuel,  Francis’  rival  was  also  ‘King  Of  Jerusalem’,  being  entitled  ‘King  of  Sardinia, 
Cyprus  and  Jerusalem’  on  coins  right  up  to  the  gold  20  lire  of  1861,  the  last  of  his  Sardinian 
as  opposed  to  Italian  coins  (on  which  he  had  dropped  the  Jerusalem  title).  The  title  goes  back 
to  the  Crusader  Kingdom  of  Jerusalem  and  was  still  apparently  a  worth-while  claim  in  the 
mid-nineteenth  century,  even  though  the  whole  of  the  Holy  Land  had  been  firmly  in  Moslem 
hands  since  the  Fall  of  Acre,  the  last  Christian  foothold  on  the  Asiatic  mainland,  in  1291. 

On  the  reverse  we  have  the  fleur-de-lis  badge  of  the  Bourbon  family.  Francis  II  was  the  last 
Bourbon  king  in  Italy  (though  the  family  still  reigns  in  Spain  in  the  person  of  King  Juan 
Carlos).  The  legend  goes  that  Clothilda,  wife  of  Clovis,  had  a  vision  in  which  the  Virgin  Mary 
appeared  to  her  and  indicated  that  the  fleur-de-lis  was  to  be  the  symbol  of  the  Frankish 
Kings.  Clovis  was  baptised  as  a  Christian  on  Christmas  Day  A.D.  496,  and  is  reckoned  as 
the  true  founder  of  the  Frankish  monarchy,  and  therefore  the  predecessor  of  the  Bourbon 
Kings  of  France  who  lasted  till  the  overthrow  of  King  Louis  Philippe  in  the  Revolution  of 
1848. 

The  denomination  ‘10  Tornesi’  takes  us  right  back  to  the  old  Feudal  denier  of  the  Abbey  of 
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St  Martin  of  Tours  in  western  France.  By  a  charter  of  919  Charles  the  Simple  granted  the 
Abbey  the  right  to  mint  coins  -  so  we  go  back  a  long  way  to  the  first  of  the  deniers  Toumois. 
King  Philip  II,  1180-1223,  adopted  the  Tournois  as  a  royal  type  -  and  from  there  it  was 
taken  over  and  extensively  copied  by  numerous  feudal  rulers,  including  the  Frankish  rulers  of 
Greece  of  the  post- 1 204  period  (when  the  Crusaders  captured  Constantinople). 

A  fairly  modern  coin  of  1859;  but  containing  a  considerable  amount  of  medieval  history! 


THE  MINT  OF  WILTON  -  IN  EAST  ANGLIA?

In  the  past  it  was  considered  that  the  coins  of  the  Last  Small  Cross  type  of  Aethelred  II  with 
the  mint  name  PILTV  (presumably  Wilton)  were  part  of  the  extensive  series  of  coins  struck  at 
Wilton  in  Wiltshire.  It  has  now  been  demonstrated1  that  this  mint  was  inactive  between  1003 
when  the  town  was  burnt  by  Swein  and  the  mint  moved  to  Salisbury,  and  about  1020  when 
some  of  the  moneyers  returned  to  Wilton.  Accordingly  an  alternative  site  must  be  sought  for 
the  mint  of  Wilton  at  which  these  Last  Small  Cross  coins  were  struck  as  the  type  was  in  issue 
1009-1017,  this  being  within  the  period  of  inaction  at  the  Wiltshire  mint.  Some  guidance  to 
the  problem  may  be  found  by  the  fact  of  an  obverse  die  link  between  one  of  the  Wilton  coins 
and  a  coin  struck  by  Aelfwold  at  Thetford,2  and  accordingly  an  East  Anglian  site  for  the 
second  mint  of  Wilton  could  well  be  a  possibility.  It  is  here  suggested  that  this  alternative  site 
may  have  been  at  Hockwold  cum  Wilton,  adjoining  villages  which  are  situated  about  nine 
miles  west  of  Thetford,  and  which  are  of  ancient  foundation  as  both  are  mentioned  in  the 
Domesday  survey  -  HOCWELLA  and  WILTONA. 

The  moneyer  at  Wilton  was  Wensige,  but  no  coin  of  his  is  known  at  Thetford.  The  name  is 
recorded  at  Exeter  and  London  and  it  could  be  possible  that  the  London  moneyer  moved  to 
Wilton  for  what  must  have  been  a  special  and  brief  period  of  minting.  However,  no  particular 
reason  for  such  a  move  can  be  suggested. 

The  important  nearby  mint  of  Thetford  could  well  have  been  put  out  of  action  for  brief 
periods  through  the  destruction  of  the  town  by  the  Danes  in  1003  when  the  Helmet  type  coins 
were  introduced  and  in  1010  which  is  within  the  period  of  the  issue  of  the  Last  Small  Cross 
type  coins.  Such  a  brief  period  of  inaction  in  1010  might  have  rendered  a  mint  at  Wilton 
desirable,  but  a  table  of  moneyers  of  the  period  striking  at  Thetford  suggests  a  continuity  as 
several  struck  in  consecutive  types,  one  moneyer  -  Mana  -  striking  in  types  spreading  over 
both  periods  of  destruction:3

Should  a  coin  of  Wensige  struck  at  Thetford  become  known,  the  site  of  the  second  mint  of 
Wilton  could  be  considered  as  established  without  much  doubt  but,  pending  such  a  discovery, 
Wilton  in  Norfolk  would  appear  to  be  an  exceedingly  strong  possibility.

KINGS  AND  QUEENS 
An  exhibition  of  Royal  Portraits 
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The  current  exhibition  at  the  Queen’s  Gallery,  Buckingham  Palace,  is  one  which  is  drawing  a 
steady  stream  of  visitors  and  will  be  of  interest  to  many  numismatists.  On  view  are  some  140 
objects,  mainly  paintings,  but  including  some  medals,  devoted  to  royal  portraiture  from 
mediaeval  times  to  the  present  day.  Most  of  the  items  displayed  are  from  the  Queen’s  collec¬ 
tion,  a  smaller  number  have  been  lent  by  Her  Majesty  Queen  Elizabeth,  The  Queen  Mother 
and  His  Royal  Highness  the  Prince  of  Wales. 

The  earliest  portrait  on  view  is  of  Henry  V  and  is  the  most  commonly  reproduced  portrait 
of  the  king.  Equally  familiar  to  the  collector  of  British  nineteenth  century  coins  and  medals 
will  be  the  marble  bust  of  William  IV  by  Sir  Francis  Chantrey.  It  was  from  an  earlier  version 
of  this,  commissioned  in  1829,  that  William  Wyon  prepared  his  model  for  the  coinage,  acces¬ 
sion  and  coronation  medals. 

Of  the  medals  on  view,  possibly  the  most  noteworthy  is  the  obverse  silver  cliche  of  the 
George  I  coronation  medal  by  Nikolaus  Seelander.  Each  of  the  letters  comprising  the  king’s 
name  and  title  are  treated  as  an  emblem  of  a  complimentary  nature  or  hope  that  the  reign  will 
be  a  prosperous  one.  Seemingly,  the  king  was  not  impressed,  since  when  the  artist  came  to 
London  with  a  copy  of  the  medal  the  piece  was  not  accepted.  Equally  imposing  is  Frank 
Bowcher’s  large  (103mm)  coronation  medal  of  George  V  and  Queen  Mary  which  must  rank 
as  one  of  the  artist’s  finest  works. 

A  comprehensive  and  well  illustrated  catalogue  of  the  exhibition  has  been  prepared  by  Sir 
Oliver  Millar,  Surveyor  of  the  Queen’s  Pictures  and  we  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  offer  copies 
of  this  catalogue,  163pp.,  viii  colour  plates,  120  other  illustrations  at  £3.50  plus  £1.00 
postage.

PROFESSOR  MICHAEL  DOLLEY,  M.R.I.A.,  D.Litt.,  F.S.A. 

As  one  who  had  much  association  with  Michael  Dolley  during  his  history  teaching  period  at 
the  Queen’s  University,  Belfast,  in  the  1960s  and  early  1970s  when  I  worked  ‘next-door’  to 
him  at  the  Ulster  Museum,  and  we  met  on  diverse  occasions  to  discuss  and  prepare  papers 
and  books  (sometimes  in  our  joint  names)  on  Irish,  English  and  Scandinavian  numismatics,  I 
feel  I  must  pay  a  short  tribute  to  this  remarkable  man,  whose  perspicuity  and  indefatigable 
enthusiasm  for  his  subject  eventually  earned  him  a  personal  Chair  in  Historical  Numismatics. 

I  have  known  him  to  draft  an  academic  paper  before  breakfast,  have  it  ready  for  the 
typewriter  before  lunch,  himself  prepare  photos  of  the  coins  for  illustration  during  the  after¬ 
noon  and  when  the  typist  had  been  driven  hard  enough,  despatch  it  to  the  editor  for  publica¬ 
tion  that  same  night.  His  output  was  indeed  prodigious,  and  perhaps  too  often  important  writ¬ 
ings  on  coin  subjects  were  hidden  away  in  somewhat  obscure  archaeological  and  historical 
journals,  particularly  those  of  Ireland. 
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In  the  matter  of  hoard  research,  from  pre-Carolingian  times  to  the  period  of  the  Victorian 
*bun'  pennies  and  beyond,  he  had  no  peer.  His  clarity  of  mind  and  fluid  pen  deduced  and 
recorded  data  that  many  others  might  have  missed,  or  dismissed  as  inconsequential;  but  to 
Dolley,  even  on  some  of  the  most  trivial  finds,  he  could  make  profound  judgements.  That  is 
not  to  say  he  was  always  convincing  in  his  arguments.  Too  much  dogmatism  in  his  theorising:, 
occasioned  heated  exchanges,  more  particularly  in  those  fields  of  late  Saxon  and  Norman 
numismatics  where  others  have  carried  out  as  intensive  studies  as  he  himself.  But  in  general 
terms  his  expertise,  more  especially  in  the  Hiberno-Norse,  latterly  in  the  Hiberno  Manx 
coinage,  has  been  acknowledged  from  Helsinki  to  Douglas  and  Galway. 

In  recent  years,  with  sadly  failing  health,  he  has  received  a  number  of  accolades.  The 
Royal  Numismatic  Society  awarded  him  their  Medal  in  1981  and  the  following  year  the 
American  Numismatic  Society  presented  him  with  the  Archer  M.  Huntingdon  Medal  for 
1982.  Early  this  year  his  old  University  of  London  conferred  on  him  a  D.Litt.  for  his  writing 
in  the  fields  of  History  and  Numismatics;  and  he  was  actually  on  his  way  to  Dublin  to  receive 
a  similar  doctorate  at  the  National  University  when  his  heart  gave  out  at  Cork  on  29th 
March,  where  he  had  broken  his  journey  from  Teignmouth  to  stay  with  a  friend. 

Dolley  was  a  controversial  figure  in  many  ways,  but  it  can  be  said  of  him  that  he  took  his 
tutorial  work  very  seriously  and  did  a  great  deal  to  assist  his  many  students  both  in  Northern 
Ireland  and  in  Australia.  These,  as  indeed  his  great  number  of  contemporaries  and  personal 
friends  in  Europe  and  elsewhere,  will  mourn  his  passing.  Wilfred  A.  Seaby 


UNPUBLISHED  SEVENTEENTH  CENTURY  TOKENS  RECOVERED 

FROM  THE  THAMES 

ROBERT  SHARMAN 

Many  new  and  important  numismatic  items  have  recently  come  to  light  through  the  use  of 
metal  detectors.  A  large  proportion  of  these  have  been  seventeenth-century  trade  tokens 
discovered  along  the  banks  of  the  Thames.  Usually  they  are  well  preserved,  having  been 
sealed  in  the  black  silt  of  the  river-bed  for  over  three  hundred  years.  Their  appearance  at  first 
sight  is  normally  very  bright  and  clean  looking,  almost  as  if  new. 

The  Port  of  London  Authority  and  the  Crown  Estate  Commissioners,  who  are  responsible 
for  administering  the  areas  of  foreshore  owned  by  the  Crown,  will  now  only  issue  permits  to 
diggers  searching  certain  areas  of  foreshore.  In  1980  the  whole  of  the  north  bank  from  Tower 
Bridge  to  Westminster,  including  Queenhithe  Dock  (where  most  of  the  tokens  had  been 
found)  was  made  out  of  bounds  to  diggers.  The  outcome  of  this  ban  has  meant  that  fewer 
items  have  since  been  discovered. 

The  purpose  of  this  article  then,  is  to  place  on  record  a  number  of  unpublished  trade  tokens 
found  in  the  Thames  during  the  period  1975-80. 

The  last  general  listing  of  unpublished  tokens  was  undertaken  by  William  Gilbert  in  the 
Numismatic  Chronicle  for  1927.  Gilbert  listed  359  tokens,  which  included  219  for  London, 
10  for  Southwark,  and  5  for  Surrey  (a  specimen  of  Judith  Davis  in  Love  Lane,  Rotherhithe, 
Gilbert  no.  336,  was  unearthed  near  Southwark  Bridge  in  1979).  Other  listings  appear  in 
Spink’s  Numismatic  Circular ,  1946-49. 

It  must  be  appreciated  that  the  following  list  may  only  be  a  sample  of  new  tokens 
discovered  over  the  past  five  years.  Perhaps  others  are  at  this  very  moment  sitting  in  dealers' 
trays,  or  in  collectors’  cabinets.  Hopefully  they  too  will  be  recorded  at  some  future  date. 

I  acknowledge  with  grateful  thanks  the  collectors  and  dealers  who  have  kindly  allowed 
their  tokens  to  be  recorded  in  this  list. 

#  is  used  to  represent  various  numismatic  symbols.  A  full  point  is  used  to  denote  a  dot  or 
lozenge  stop,  either  centred  or  on  the  base  line.
